Hankow, China, Oct. 18—After a fierce fight lasting until sun- 


rise today th« Imperial forces have gained a decisive victory and 
hsvo held their entrenchments north of here against a vastly su- 
perior force of reh«ls. 


The rebels, after several hours of conflict, were forced to re- 


tire having not enough, ammunition to continue the battle. 


'The rebel forces number 10,000 and the government forces 3,090. 


The losses on both sides were heavy.

Hankow, China, Oct. 18—Rocked by shot and shell fired during 


i desperato battle between the rebels r.nd tho land forces loyal to 
the Emperor, asaisled by tlie Chinese navy, this city today was the 
storm center in the Chinese revolution which 
threatens to de- 


throne the last of the Manchu dynasty. 


The battle raged just west of the oily. The revolutionary forces 


attacked tlic Imperial forces and temporarily 
drove them 
from 


their position on a hill, but their ammunition bcrair.o 
exhausted 


and Ihey were forced to retreat. The rebels altacked with irresistible 
force, routing .the Imperials. Tho loss of life on both sides will run 
into the hundreds. 


Thirteen foreign warships, at anchor in the harbor, landed mon 


to protect foreign, citizens, tinder the command of a British officer. 
The revolutionists knew of the plans of the Imperial forces to await 
reinforcements and then attack them and they decided to take the 
initiative. With cannon and their whole land force they moved, un- 
der cover of darkness upon tho Imperial army. The fighting was of 
the most desperate character, much of it of the hand to hand order 
Hid many were literally hacked to pieces.
